ATLANTA ( UPI 1 — President Ford loday warned that another Middle East 
oil embargo could cripple the nation's economy and threaten national security. 

He said a "couple of congressional aspirins" wilLiwrsolve the problem. 

Ford told the Opportunities Industrialization Center, a group which trains 
disadvantaged American minorities, that his economic and energy plan 
"tackles alt the questions and offers answers that will work." 

Alter Ihc speech, Ford appeared al a news conference. He was in the second 
of a two-day stay In Georgia to drum up grass roots support for his an- 
■ lireccsslon program. During the first day Ford gained the surprise backing of 
Alabama Gov. George Wallace and seven other Southern governors. ■ 

"Obviously," he said, "our national vulnerability Is aggravated as America 
procrmtlnatcs, 1, for one, wil l not fiddle while energy bums."
